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AM now 

beginning a 
series of articles 
that I hope will be 
interesting to all our 
people. Owing to my 
work on the field it will be 
impossible for me to get one 
of these articles in the paper each 
week, but as often as I have time 
and opportunity I will put them in. 

John 9:4, “I must work the works of 
him that sent me, while it is day: the 
night cometh, when no man can work.” 
This is the saying of Jesus after the blind 
man had been healed. Jesus spat on the 
clay and anointed the man’s eyes and 
said, “Go wash in the pool of Siloam.” 
The thought I wish to bring to you frorn 
this text is that Jesus had in mind the 
time when the night of tribulation would 
be on the world and those who are la- 
boring in this church dispensation will 
not have the opportunity to carry the 
gospel to the lost. 

Isa. 21:11, “The burden of Dumah. 
He calleth to me out of Seir, Watchman, 
what of the night? Watchman, what ot 
the night? The watchman said, The 
morning cometh, and also the night: it 
ye will enquire, enquire ye: return, 
come.” The word “Dumah” is a play 
on the name “Edom.” The word means 
“silent land.” The Edomites were the 
descendants of Abraham and Isaac and 
when the captives returned from Egyp- 
tian bondage they were friendly toward 
them and treated them like brethren. In 
later years the Edomites became very 
cruel and did evil to God’s people, the 
Jews, and for this they went into cap- 
tivity also. They felt that their captivity 
was long and burdensome. They became 
impatient and cried to the watchman, 
“What of the night?” The watchman 
answers in designating obscurity. He 
seems to have no clear vision but he an- 
swers, “Enquire ye: return, come,” mean- 
ing that they should make another call 
or inquiry. 

From the reading of these scriptures 
we believe that the real true meaning of 
this verse reaches into the dark night of 
tribulation which Jesus said would come 
upon all the world to try them, There 
will be a glad morning for those who arc 
faithful and true to the Lord and are 
overcomers, then there will fall on this 
world a dark night of tribulation and 
anguish. Gleaning from Daniel’s proph- 
ecy, 9:27, we have a description of the 
week of tribulation, and this will come 
upon all those who are not ready to meet 
Jesus when He comes. His coming is 
fully described in 1 Thess. 4:13-16. 

We feel that the prophet Isaiah cer- 
tainly had a vision of the rapture and 
also the night of tribulation. It is claimed 
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by some that the word “day” refers to 
what we have opportunity to do in this 
life and we believe that it does have a 
reference to our opportunities and labors. 
The word “night” is first mentioned in 
Gen. 1:5. It is figurative of death or the 
destruction in future life, but we are per- 
suaded that the word “night” in Isa. 11 
refers to the tribulation week. Peter tells 
us that the word is as a lamp shining in 
a dark place whereunto you do well that 
you take heed. It is a lamp that is shin- 
ing with increasing brilliance. When the 
night shadows of sin and tribulation in- 
crease the word of prophecy should shine 
more brilliantly on the pathway of those 
who are depending on the Lord. The 
psalmist said, Psa. 119:105, “Thy word 
is a lamp unto my feet and a light unto 
my pathway.” It is only thru the Word 
of God that we have a ray of hope at 
this time for deliverance from the worid 
of sin and depression. 


We understand from Dan. 9:26, lat- 
ter clause, that we are not in trouble- 
some times. “And the people of the 
prince that shall come shall destroy rhe 
city and the sanctuary; and the end 
thereof shall be with a flood, and unto 
the end of the war desolations are de- 
termined.” This is that indeterminate pe- 
riod that has existed since the crucifixion 
of Jesus, and we feel will soon come to 
an end by the return of Christ to raise 
the dead saints and catch away the live 
saints to meet Him in the air. Some hold 
to the postmillennial theory saying that 
we are now in the tribulation week, but 
we are sure that this is not correct but 
we are in that period of time that has 
lasted almost two thousand years. 


It is stated in the 26th verse of Daniel 
9, that war and desolations shall continue 
unte the end, that is, the end of this 
church period. By reading Rev. 3:8, 10, 
also Luke 21:34-36, and Isa. 26:20,21, 
we find that Jesus was warning the peo- 
ple to watch and pray and also making 
a promise that He would keep them from 
the hour of temptation or tribulation, 
telling them that they should pray al- 
ways, that they might be ready to stand 
before the Son of man. While we are in 
troublesome times and wars and desola- 
tions are abroad in the land, many pes- 
tilences, want, and suffering, we are sure 
that this is not the tribulation spoken of

ters, you will see that we 

are in this indeterminate pe- 

riod. How long it will last no 

one knows but from the reading of 

these scriptures which I am giving, 
we feel that it can’t be long. 

The following is quoted from “Proph- 
Ce ns tte the World War, with its 
accompanying famines, pestilences and 
great earthquakes. The deaths in that war 
and as a result of the war have been esti- 
mated, and published, as high as 40,000,- 
000. Maimed, invalided permanently and 
crazed, 20,000,000. In famines, not less 
than 30,000,000. ‘Flu’, Bubonic plague, 
typhus, and malignant dysentary, more 
perished than in the war. Between 3,000,- 
000 and 4,000,000 homes were swept 
away, 50,000,000 people made homeless 
and helpless and untold millions of lives 
lost in China’s awful flood. In Russia 
unnumbered multitudes of ‘suspects’, po- 
litical, capitalist, religious, have been 
shot, or shipped into northern Russia and 
Siberia, compelled to work in woods and 
sawmills on starvation rations until they 
perish. At least 1,500,000 Jews were 
driven into the mountains far away. 
There were 1,235 recorded pogroms in 
Russia alone, in many of them slaught- 
ered Jews were eaten by dogs and pigs. 
Anti-semitism is spreading over Europe, 
and even in America. Conditions in Ger- 
many are intolerable for Jews, and dan- 
gerous for all religions except Hitler’s 
Paganism. In the United States unpre- 
cedented business failures, drouth, sand- 
storm, unprofitable farming, all together 
have constantly increased our burdens of 
debt in a doubtful effort to feed and give 
work to the millions of unemployed 
Farmers were the first to suffer losses. 
Several million farmers have lost, and 
more are still losing their farms by fore- 
closures of mortgages, and the mort- 
gagees are losing the money loaned, The 
U. S. Department of Agriculture esti- 
mated that prior to April, 1929, the 
money value of farms lost by foreclosure 
amounted to more than $40,000,000,000. 
A tremendous amount has been so lost 
since that date. And so I might go on 
about the $13,000,000,000 cost per an- 
num of gangsterdom and other forms of 
GH. <cs:0% Never before has the world 
seen such a world-wide time of distress 
of such tremendous proportions. Pales- 
tine is now the most. prosperous country 
in the world, with Iraq and Egypt fol- 
lowing, with the Roman empire rising.” 

The 4th and Sth chapters of Revela- 
tion is a description of the raptured

“The Communist,” official monthly 
magazine of the Communist Party, U. S. 
A., in its February issue advertised that 
during that month there were to be dis- 
tributed in the United States: 


100,000 copies of “Marxism vs, Lib- 
eralism,” being the Moscow interview 
between Dictator Stalin and the arch- 
Socialist, H. G. Wells; 100,000 copies of 
“The Communist Manifesto,” by Karl 
Marx and Frederick Engels, and 250,000 
copies of “Why Communism,” an infam- 
ous 95-page Communist pamphlet by 
the Russian-born editor, Moissaye J. Oi- 
gin, of the Commuist “Daily Freiheit.” 

450,000 copies, total, of Red litera- 
ture, costing an estimated minimum of 
$10,000 to print, the essence of which is 
to propagate more Communism in our 
country. 

On page 46 of Olgin’s pamphlet we 
read: “We Communists say that there 
is one way to abolish the capitalist State, 
and that is to smash_ it by force. To 
make Communism possible, the workers 
must take hold of the State machinery 
of capitalism and destroy it.” 

On page 76 of this same pamphlet ap- 
pears the following astonishing _ state- 
ment: “Armed workers and soldiers, and 
marines, seize the principal government- 
al offices, invade the residences of the 
President and his Cabinet members, ar- 
rest them, declare the old regime abol- 
ished, establish their own power, the 
power of the workers and farmers.” 

It is remembered that Litvinoff 
treacherously declared to our President 
and our press that Communism in our 
country and Communism in the Soviet 
Union are dis-associated.

SUPERFLUOUS TALK 

An Indian medical authority (A. J. 
Afindi), writing in a Health magazine, 
says: 

“It is remarkable how few people real- 
ize that talking too much is an indirect 
cause of many maladies, ‘Silence is gold- 
en,’ but it was not said for the mere 
reason of making a slogan, for both si- 
lence and overmuch use of the speaking 
apparatus are now scientifically proved 
to have very definite influence on 
health. 

Injury To THe Bopy 

It is calculated that no less than eight- 
een muscles, large and small, are working 
when a man speaks. Thirty-three. nerves 
operate in the action, and 29.3 per cent 
carbon-dioxide is added to the blood- 
stream, along with other waste products, 
in the exertion of talking. The extent of 
mental and physical fatigue can be 
judged from the statement that, in order 
to eliminate all the waste caused by ten 
minutes’ talk, forty-five minutes’ normal 
life is needed. This is the physiologicil 
aspect of speaking. 

Through superflous talking an abnor- 
mal state of things is ushered in: with 
the consequent results of additional wear 
and tear of the body and mind, leaving 
a man fatigued, tired out and susceptible 
to infection of disease, because his pow-r 
of disease resistance is depreciated. And 
all this because he let himself talk more 
than he should. 

If every man and woman would hon- 
estly put themselves through a search- 
ing self-examination, they will find thar 
we can easily do without at least half ot 
our talk. 

In addition to cutting down talking, 
try to cultivate the habit of silence in a 
gradual way, a few minutes at a time. 
Begin with ten minutes. It is astonishing 
how difficult it is to be in repose for 
that period; but soon it grows upon you, 
and as it grows it increases the joy of 
life, and health is enjoyed in a true 
sense.—A. J. A. 
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INTRODUCTION 
ROM time to time there 
arises in different com- 


munities and thru different 


persons either criticism or misunderstanding 
concerning the right of women to preach the 
gospel. Hoping to somewhat clarify the posi- 


tion of women preachers from a scrip- 

tural standpoint we submit the follow- 

ing for your earnest consideration. 
THE AposTLe’s INJUNCTION 

Text: “Let your women keep silence 
in the churches: for it is not permitted 
unto them to speak; but they are com- 
manded to be under obedience as also 
saith the law.” 1 Cor. 14:34. 

It would be hard to think of an in- 
spired apostle giving such instruction as 
would constantly contradict other of his 
inspired writings, as well as other New 
Testament practices, without some valid 
reason. In correcting the disorders of the 
Corinthian church, it is reasonable to 
assume that the women were assuming 
too much authority, causing discord and 
confusion by interrupting local church 
services. I learn from good authority 
that the synagogues were divided, there 
being a partition in the center of the 
building and the women were required 
to sit on one side and the men on the 
other side. During church services women 
constantly shrieked out, oftentimes call- 
ing to their husbands who sat on the op- 
posite side, asking them questions about 
this or that, i. e. things occurring from 
time’ to time in church worship. 

The Apostle Paul meets the situation 
with the language of our text, to which 
he adds, “If they will learn any thing, let 
them ask their husbands at home: for it 
is a shame for women to speak in the 
church.” If some woman did not under- 
stand what was said during the service, 
she could certainly wait until the hour 
for worship was over and inquire of her 
husband and he could perhaps tell her, 
whether he was saint or sinner. 

In the light of 1 Tim. 2:11, 12, met 
were preferred before women as teachers 
and to exercise authority in the church, 
and when time came for the higher order 
of ministers to teach or officiate in or- 
der of authority, women were com- 
manded to be in silence. However, this 
rule the apostle did not strictly adhere 
to nor has he justly intended it to be 
obeyed other than to bring proper under- 
standing in the church between men and 
women. The women were commanded to 
be under obedience because Adam was 
first formed, the man is therefore the 
head of the house. And what was found 
to be common and practical in the in- 
stitution of creation and maintenance of 
discipline in the home would naturally 
be applied by the same rule within the 
church. However in taking such point 
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of view one is not to infer that the 
woman has no gospel message nor re- 
ligious work to perform. 

OLp TESTAMENT PROPHETESSES 


The following scripture reference 
shows that Deborah was a prophetess and 
judged Israel, Judges 4:4. Huldah was 
also a prophetess, 2 Kings 22:14, The 
outpouring of the Holy Spirit, beginning 
at Pentecost, seemed to broaden the mia- 
istry of women rather than to hinder tr. 
In Joel 2:28 it is written, “And it shail 
come to pass afterward, that I will pour 
out my Spirit upon all flesh; and your 
sons and your daughters shall prophesy, 
your old men shall dream dreams, and 
your young men shall see visions: And 
also upon the servants and upon the 
handmaids in those days will I pour our 
my Spirit.” The parallel reference to this 
scripture is found in Acts 2:17 where it 
is written, “It shall come to pass in the 
last days, saith God, I will pour out my 
spirit upon all flesh: and your sons and 
your daughters shall prophesy, and your 
young men shall see visions, and your old 
men shall dream dreams: And on my 
servants and on my handmaidens I will 
pour out in those days of my Spirit; and 
they shall prophesy.” 

New TEsTAMENT ORDFR 

Here we have the normal New Tes- 
tament order. Either men or women may 
prophesy, and that such a time and con 
ditions would come and arise, Joel 2:28 
foreshadowed. The only thing therefore 
that needs regulation is, when and under 
what condition are women commanded 
to be in silence? We prefer to think, 
when there are more able and valuable 
male ministers present to minister o1 
when the government of the Church i; 
itself to be exercised. 

We find in Acts 21:9 that Philip had 
four daughters who did prophesy. We al- 
so find the Apostle Paul giving certain 
instructions in 1 Cor. 11:5, governing 
women who prayed or _ prophesied in 
public, This scripture shows that it was 
customary that women did _ pray and 
prophesy within the church and the only 
restraint he here has placed upon such is 
that a bald-headed woman might not be 
allowed such privileges, yet he concludes 
in V. 16 by saying, “If any man seem 
to be contentious, we have no such cus- 
tom, neither the Churches of God;” i. e., 
that women must be covered when they 
pray or prophesy. He seems to say, “Let 
her pray or prophesy, hair or no hair,” 
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and all he has asked for in 1 
is that she be or- 
derly. 


In Rom. 16:1, an_ epistle 


written at a later date than was Corinthians, 
we learn from the Apostle Paul 
concerning _ his 


something 
attitude towards women 
preachers. Indeed he goes so far as to 
say, “I commend unto you Phebe our 
sister, which is a servant of the church 
which is at Cenchrea.” The word “ser- 
vant” as here used comes from the 
Greek word “diakonon,” the same word 
which translates deacon elsewhere in the 
New Testament throughout. What we 
have here is the fact that Phebe was « 
deaconess of the church as above men- 
tioned. From V. 2 we gather that she 
transacted some business, whom they 
were commanded to assist. She had been 
an active worker and a_ succourer of 
many and of the apostle also; she had 
been a great helper to the Apostle Paul. 
Next, there was Priscilla who was also 
one of his helpers, mentioned also in 
Acts 18:2, 18, 26; 1 Cor. 16:19; 2 
Tim. 4:19. These workers were  verv 
praiseworthy, V. 4. Then here follows 2 
long list of both men and women who 
were regular church workers. 

There must be harmony and accord 
between what the apostle has said con- 
cerning women keeping silence in the 
church and what he has actually allowed. 
The gospel message itself may be freety 
administered by the Holy Spirit thru 
men or women and there seems to be no 
difference in a sense in their calling. 
However, as a general rule, the govern- 
ment of the Church has been placed in 
the hands of the elders and deacons, but 
their wives, as to their spiritual life, con- 
duct, etc., were also a part of the qual- 
ification of both the bishop and the dea- 
con. 

I trust this argument will commend 
itself unto your conscience and that you 
will allow that God has as much right to 
use the women to dispense the Word ot 
Jesus Christ as He had to use the mouth 
of a dumb ass to restrain a disobedient 
prophet. 2 Peter 2:16.

Two CrassEs SAVED 

“And an highway shall be there, and 
a way, and it shall be called the way of 
holiness” (Isa, 35:8). That spiritual 
highway is here today, the real one will 
lead up to the gates of the New Jerusa- 
lem when the Lord shall come again. 
“The UNCLEAN shall not pass over it,” 
neither now, nor then; “but it shall be 
for those: the wayfaring men, though 
FOOLS, shall NOT err therein.” The 
sanctified are called “fools” by the 
world; and even so, they cannot err in 
taking the way of holiness. “Blessed 
(sanctified) and holy are they that 
have part in the first resurrection.” Je- 
sus said, “Blessed are the pure in heart: 
for they SHALL see God;” and ‘Follow 
PEACE (“Therefore being justified by 
faith we have peace with God,” Rom. 5: 
1.) with ALL men (i. e., all men who 
believe in justification) and holiness, 
without which no man_ shall see God” 
(Matt. 5:8. Heb. 12:14). These are the 
virgins without oil in their lamps, shut 
out from the marriage supper; the Lori 
knew them not because they had not 
His Spirit; for no man can say Jesus is 
Lord except by the Holy Spirit (Matt. 
25:1-12). But the Lord would not liken 
anything to the kingdom of* heaven 
which was not pure and holy, and who 
would dare say that they were lost? 
These are they represented by the man 
with two talents. The one talent man 
without works to his faith is lost. 

John saw the Jews that were sealed 
(Eph. 4:30) with the Holy Spirit dur- 
ing the great tribulation, after it has 
been withdrawn from the Gentiles and 
the Bride is with the Lord in the air; 
and then he saw the sanctified people 
(Rev. 7) left here without that pre- 
cious “oil,” and he said, “After this J 
beheld, and, lo, a great multitude, which 
no man could number, of all nations, 
and kindreds, and peoples, and tongues, 
stood before the throne, and before the 
Lamb, clothed with white robes, and 
palms in their hands” (Rev. 7:9). Palms 
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mean peace, or justification by faith; 
and white robes mean_ sanctification 
through the blood. Read carefully, 
“These are they which came out of 
GREAT TRIBULATION, and _ have 
washed their robes, and made them 
white in the blood of the Lamb” (Rev. 
7:14). “And hast made us (Spirited- 
filled) unto our God kings and priests; 
and we shall reign on the earth” (Rev. 
5:10). Whoever heard tell of kings and 
kingdoms without subjects? or of priests 
without a parish and parishioners? The 
two classes saved are the blood-washed 


_ saints that stand BEFORE the Lord, and 


the Spirit-filled saints that minister unto 
the Lord, and are, therefore, WITH the 
Lord (Dan. 7:10, Rev. 5:11). There are 
ten thousand times ten thousand, or one 
hundred million, of the former; and a 
thousand thousands, or one million, of 
the latter; total one hundred and one 
million at least. Jesus said, “Be ye 
therefore perfect even as your Father 
which is in heaven is perfect,” and Peter 
echoed, “‘As it is written, Be ye holy: for 
I am holy.” 
IN CONCLUSION 

Reader, do you want this blessing? Je- 
sus prayed that you might have it, and 
it IS for YOU; but you MUST Jbe- 
lieve. Jesus shed his own blood for ic, 
and you cannot see HIM, can never in- 
herit a portion in the earth without :t. 
It will bring you great joy, and in the 
world to come the joys of our Lord. It 
will make you love holiness; give you 
POWER to overcome Satan and to ab- 
stain from the evil of this world; it will 
cleanse the old body, temple of the Holv 
Ghost, and make it a fit place for 
Christ to come into and dwell. Truly it 
has been said, sanctification is the cleans- 
ing, and the Holy Spirit is the filling. 
You MUST believe the testimony of 
those with the experience (Jno. 17:20) 
because, without faith it is impossible 
to please God. Many have professed it 
and never possessed it; many have lived 
and died with it and never knew what to 
call it; many have possessed it and Satan 
made them reject it; and many more 
have passed through it to the Gift of the 
Promise, and then denied the blood that 
bought them; some were sanctified and 
KNOW it, and some were sanctified and 
DON’T know it; some have REJECTED 
it, and some never heard tell of it.

We wish to call the attention of the 
state overseers, district pastors, and local 
pastors to the measure passed at our last 
Assembly relative to the General Indebt- 
edness Drive. 

Last year a splendid amount was col- 
lected for this purpose but it seems that 
this year it is not being pushed and held 
up before the churches that are still be- 
hind in sending in their full quota, as it 
should be. We further advise that the 
state overseers see that the district and 
local pastors who have new churches on 
their districts, are informed that they too 
should pay forty cents per member and 
send same to the General Secretary with 
the name of the church, in order that 
proper record can be made of same here 
at Headquarters. 

It would be well to have special days 
for this purpose and then make a strong 
effort to raise the amount still due by 
the churches that have not paid in their 
full quota, and also the new churches 
that have been organized since the As- 
sembly of 1933. 

Below we give the measure passed in 
the last Assembly relative to the In- 
debtedness Drive, and we hope that deep 
consideration wiil be given this matter, 
as it our desire to have a clear slate at 


our next Assembly on the forty cent 
drive. 
“We your committee on General 
Indebtedness recommend that we 


retain the same method of raising 
funds for the General Indebtedness 
as was used last year. We further 
recommend that the General Secre- 
tary furnish each state overseer 
with a statement showing amounts 
due from his state, and each locai 
church within his state which has 
not previously paid its 40c per 
member, and that it shall be his 
duty to collect 40 per member to 
be applied on General Indebtedness 
from each local church within his 
state, INCLUDING ANY 
CHURCHES ORGANIZED 
SINCE OCTOBER 13, 1933.”

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RELIGIOUS ACTIVITY IN MEXICO 


Pentecostal Holiness Advocate gives 
the following religious statistics: 

Mexico is a Republic comprising some 
27 states and a few territories. It has a 
total population of 16,552,722. 

There was a 15 per cent increase in 
population during a period of nine years. 

There are 314,714 more women in 
Mexico than men. 

The Indian population 
4,620,880. 

Fifty-six per cent of the people are 
illiterate, 

None but a native born Mexican can 
preach the Gospel in Old Mexico. A 
Texas bofn Mexican cannot preach in 
Old Mexico. 

In attempting to throw off the yoke 
of Roman Catholicism, and an effort t» 
socialize the country very stringent re- 
ligious laws have been passed. The laws 
are not identical in all states. 

No religious services are permitted in 
cemeteries. 

Churches may have no theological or 
preparatory schools to educate and train 
their ministry. 

State governors have the right to de- 
cide what number of clergy may be al- 
lowed within their jurisdiction.

Religious education is _ prohibited 
largely. 
In 1931 the State of Vera Cruz 


enacted a law permitting only one 
Catholic priest for every 100,000 people 
Soon three other states followed. 

By federal legislation Mexico City was 
allowed to have only 25 Catholic 
churches and 25 priests; one to each 
50,000 people. 

The government has seized many 
Catholic churches and converted them 
into state institutions of different kinds. 

The Papal delegate was expelled fron. 
the country as a “pernicious foreigner.” 

During 1933-34 the Governmen: 
seized 40 church edifices (Catholic) and 
converted them into secular schools and 
institutions. 

Some states have barred Catholic 
priests altogether from their domain. 

The major fight is against Roman 
Catholicism which has had a death grip 
on Mexico for these centuries. 

It appears that one-third of Mexico’s 
States and Territories prohibit all church 
services. 

Since the fall of 1934 12 Mexican 
states have either withdrawn _ licenses 
from priests or expelled them from their 
borders. 


VERA CRUZ, MEXICO, EN ROUTE 
TO GUATEMALA, C. A. 
SoME IMPRESSIONS OF Mexico CITy 

Mexico City with its million inhabi- 
tants, tho distinctly Mexican, may be 
numbered among the world’s most cos- 
mopolitan cities. The noble architecture 
of many of its buildings reaches back in- 
to the vague history of many lands. One 
views with rapture noble Chapultepec 
castle, where once Emperor Maximilian 
and Empress Carlotta ruled in extrava- 
gant splendor, and centuries before them 
the Moctezumas, emperors of the Az- 
tecs. Moctezuma, who in his cruel extra- 
vagance, maintained a “human zoo,” 
himself died in captivity. Chapultepec 
castle is situated on an eminence 200 
feet high, and is surrounded by what is 
described as one of the most _ beautiful 
parks in the Americas. Here one may see 
many fine old ahuehuete trees, a large 
artificial lake, and botonical and zoo- 
logical gardens. The remodeled castle 
which bears little resemblance of the 
original, begun in 1783, is now the of- 
ficial residence of the president of the 
republic, the Mexican “Casa Blanca”— 
white house. 

Then there is the national museum, 
the sacred shrine of Guadalupe, the na- 
tional conservatory of music, the na- 
tional picture gallery, the national uni- 
versity—which is attended by hundreds 
of Americans—and for those in search 
of worldly pleasure, here is the national 
theatre with its internationally famous 
“glass curtain” built at a cost of $20,- 
000,000 (pesos), giving it the distinc- 
tion of being the world’s finest. 

The cathedral situated in the centex 
plaza de la constitution, called the “Zo- 
calo,” is said to be the largest church 
building on the continent. It is a gigan- 
tic structure of basalt and gray sand- 
stone, with very thick walls. The twin 
towers rise 203 feet above the atrium. 
The building proper was begun in 1573 
but was not finally completed until 
ninety-four years later (1667). The 
towers were not finished until 1791. The 
two most interesting altars are those of 
“Del Perdon” (the pardon) and the Ca- 
pilla de las Santos Reyes (the chapel of 
the Holy Kings), both done in “chur- 
rigueresque”—extravagant style archi- 
tecture. The latter named altar is a re- 
plica of a chapel in the cathedral of Se- 
ville, Spain, where some of their kings 
are buried. It was 119 years in the 
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building, which was begun in 1718 and 
was brought to a conclusion in 1837. 1 
was privileged to visit the cathedral on 
both of my trips to Mexico. This time 
a service was in progress, which was very 
interesting. It is beyond my power of 
description to explain the architectural 
and artistic grandeur of these gold be- 
decked altars, to say nothing of the 
“high altar” and many others of lesser 
importance. 

The plaza de la constitution is fronted 
by many beautiful government _ build- 
ings including the national. palace, a 
massive structure of two stories of stone 
and concrete, with a third of pink 
“tezont!e’”— a porous Mexican stone ot 
which many of the oldest buildings are 
constructed. Over the doorway hangs 
the “Liberty Bell” of the little parish 
church at Dolores Hidalgo, on which the 
patriot priest Miguel Hidalgo, sounded 
the call to arms of his faithful people, 
who, under his leadership, wrested Mex- 
ico’s independence from Spain in the 
year 1810. The Paseo de la Reforma, a 
broad boulevard sweeping from the busi- 
ness district toward the Chapultepec 
forest, is studded with monuments of 
the heroes of Mexico, including Fathe: 
Hidalgo, Benito Juarez, and _ the once 
glorious Aztec Emperor Cuauhtemoc. 

Mexico City is situated beautifully on 
the great central plateau 7,400 feet 
above the sea, with the volcanos Ixtac- 
cihuatl and Popacatepetl for a back- 
ground, the latter being 17,883 feet 
high. I spent three days in Mexico and 
was in four services. One meeting was 
with the Pentecostal people in the work 
of Brother Axel Anderson, a Swedish 
missionary, who has been in Mexico fif- 
teen years. He has. several churches and 
they publish a paper in Spanish called 
the “Light and Restoration.” Brother 
Anderson, like myself, is handicapped in 
his work, as a foreigner is subject to one 
or all of the following punishments if 
caught ‘presiding over a meeting: $500.00 
fine, five years in prison, and expulsion 
from the country. 

I also saw Brother David Ruesga whom 
I had met before, or rather saw in Loy 
Angeles, He has a fine church building 
seating around 5,000 people, he said. 1 
was in one service with them, the inter- 
ior of this church is very beautiful, is 
decorated in colors trimmed in gold. 
The balcony and superstructure are fin- 
ished in white and supported by sixteen 
great imitation marble pillars of forest 
green color, streaked in white. The walls 
are finished with many beautiful Bible 
paintings. Beneath the archway, over the 
baptistry, is the likeness of a dove des- 
cending from above. Back of the bap- 
tistry, which is built of Mosaic tile with 
a cross formed in the bottom, is a wall 
of stone in rustic formation, over which

a miniature waterfall is reproduced with 
real water flowing during baptismal 
services. They had a large crowd and 
seemed to be prospering temporally, as 
the Sunday night’s offering amounted to 
around $42.00. At both of these sery- 
ices the power of God was present, many 
were seeking the Lord. The other two 
meetings were Catholic. 
‘THe Trip to Vera Cruz 

Leaving Mexico I took the “El Jaro- 
cho” of the Mexican railway. This is a 
British-owned road and is one of the fin- 
est in the republic. The Vera Cruz route 
is called ‘“‘the trip of a thousand won- 
ders.” Twenty-eight miles from Mexico 
City the train made a stop at San Juan 
Teotihuacan where we viewed the tre- 
mendous spectacle of the pyramids, suz- 
gestive of Egypt. Here was the Temple 
of Quetzalcoatl, and the Pyramid of the 
Sun, with the “path of the dead” lead- 
ing to the Pyramid of the Moon. 


Crossing the great plateau to our 
right could be seen ‘the snow-capped 
peaks of the aforementioned Popoca- 
tepetl and Ixtaccihuatl. It was the time 
of the barley harvest and the threshers 
were at work all along the way, while 
others were busy breaking the ground 
for new crops. It was a_ picturesque 
scene, with natives dressed in their pe- 
culiar garb holding the one-handled 
plow with the left hand while they 
prodded the oxen with a long bamboo 
cane held in the right hand. 


We ascended to the level of 8,320 feet 
above the sea before beginning the des- 
cent to the Atlantic or gulf coast plain. 
The part of the road leading thru the 
Sierras, or high mountains, is electrified. 
Two great electric engines replaced the 
oil-burning locomotive at Esperanza and 
the descent began. We dropped over 
5,000 feet in about forty-two miles. The 
grandeur of the mountain scenery can 
not be put in words, with the great for- 
ests of pine, cliffs, and gorges, with wa- 
terfalls. Towering above us to the height 
of 18,300 feet was to be seen the snow- 
capped peak of the volcano Citlaltepetal, 
or Arizaba. In comparison, the highest 
mountain in the United States is Mt. 
Whitney in California which is 14,501 
feet high. With the exception of Mt. 


McKinley in Alaska, Arizaba_ is the 
highest on the North American cont- 
nent. 


At the town of Arizaba we saw the . 


famous Arizaba falls which were utilized 
by the Spaniards as early as 1553 to turn 
the wheels of perhaps the first flour 
mill to be erected in America. The same 
falls now operate a huge hydro-electric 
plant. Much coffee, sugar cane, pine- 
apples etc., are produced in this sec- 
tion. We saw “Arbuckle Brothers” great 
warehouse where they buy and _ store 
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coffee for shipment to the States. This 
was at the town of Cordoba. Many 
fields of tobacco were to be seen. They 
were cutting and “housing it” to cure~ 
seemed strange since this is only March 
(was March when this article was writ- 
ten), whereas in the North people are 
just getting ready to begin farming. 
From the mountains to the sea about 
fifty miles was thru the tropical low- 
lands with its bananas, cocoanuts, etc. 
En route to the gulf coast from Mexico 
City we traversed the states of Tlaxaca- 
la, Pueblo, and Vera Cruz. 


I would like to tell you something ci 
my experiences in Vera Cruz during tae 
war in 1914 when I was stationed here 
and first began my writings as an ama- 
teur war correspondent, reporting on 
the Mexican Revolution, upon which the 
eyes of the whole world were focused, 
until the European conflict began on 
Aug. Ist of the same year. Then there 
are some more interesting Aztec legends, 
and the history of the landing of Cor- 
tez at this port, but this article is get- 
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ting to be too lengthy so you will be 
hearing from me again soon, D. V. My 
next stop will be at the Guatemalan 
frontier, It requires two days and one 
night continuous travelling by fastest 
train to reach the line and another day's
